The President is permit- 
ted fifteen and the Secretary of the 
Navy twenty-five. The President us- 
ually has competitive appointments 
between Naval Officers children, as 
they have no permincnt residences 
while the Secretary 
of 
the 
Navy 


makes his appointment from the en- 
listed personnel of the Navy. 


A Quaint Village 


Annapolis, the home of the Acade- 


my Impresses all

with its quainlness and charm re- 
tained for more than a century. It 
will revive history in every memory. 
II has been the Capilol of Maryland 
.since 1694 when it was moved here 
from St. Marys, near Point Lookout.
